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1. This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 7/25/05 and refers to the 
Office action mailed 4/21/05. 

2. The formal rejections are withdrawn due to amendment and convincing argument. 
The prior art rejection over Van Der Bend is withdrawn since, although TiCk itself is a solid, no 
actual other support material is added during its process of making its composition. However, 
c.f below for a maintained prior art rejection. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shepodd 
as cited in and for the reasons of record found in paragraph 4 of the previous Office action. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 7/25/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In Embodiment 2 and Example 14 of Shepodd, the hydrogen active polymers serve as 
both a catalyst component and a support for the palladium/carbon catalyst, contrary to 
applicants 5 assertion that no support is used in Shepodd' s process. Indeed the carbon itself is 
also a support for the palladium, hence one could interpret Shepodd as having two supports 
combined with the palladium sequentially. Also, Embodiment 2 step 2 is the dissolving of one 
of the catalyst components, here the unsaturated organic polymeric support, in a solvent, thus 
what could be interpreted as a liquid catalyst is indeed formed here before it is cryogenically 
frozen. Likewise, in example 14, solutions of both the support polymer and transition metal 
catalyst are first prepared before they are combined. All the solvent removal steps of Shepodd 
were performed at low temperature as is done in the present process. The differences between 
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the prior art and the present claims appear to be little more than some sequence of steps as well 
as breaking steps down into smaller constituent steps, hence no patentable subject matter is seen 
in the present application.
